They think chat they 
are good Chriſtians, and that they pay to God 
the honour that is due to Him, although they 
ſhew no regard to their Brother and Fellow 
Chriſtian. Men know that to love God, is the 
Great Commandment ; but they do not conſider that 
the ſecond is like, namely, that they muſt Love their 
Negbbours as themſelves. Many who call theme 
ſelves Chriſtians do not: conſider the Myſtical 
Union that is berwixr Chriſt and his Church ; thar 
every good Chriſtian is a Member of that Body 
whereof Chriſt is the Head ; and thar it is as Un- 
chriſtian for one Man not to bear anothers Bur- 
den, as it is unnatural. for the Head not to help 
the Foot, or any. other Member of. the Body that 
is grieyed, according to that of the Apoſtle, Rom.

and will ſhortly wholly eale us of them ; wemay 
well bear them wich conſtant Patience. 

III. I mayinfer ſomewhat concerning the Hel.

ruretells us,there is Weeping, and Wailing, and guaſhag 
of Teeth; and likewile, that there are many that enter 
there. - It Good Men muſt expect to bear Burdens 
in this World, and they are ſometimes very prie 
vous to be born, What muſt bad men expe&in 
that State 2 There the Burden is intollerable : Thoſe 
that are forced to bear-it,, or I may more properly 
ay, have brought it upon themſelves, would fain 
exchange it for that which is far lighter : The Rock 
and Hills. Their Burdens is the wrath of the Lamb, 
which is far more intollerable, Rev. 6. 16, Their 
Burden is the guilt of a gnawing Conlcience, which 
is asa thouſand Tormentors, as well as a Thouſand 
Witneſſes : A heavy load which lies upon the naked 
Soul ſtripped of all thofe coverings, thoſe yaincon- 
ceits with which Sinners get ſome. little caſe to 
their guilty minds. 

And as their Bdews are intollerable, fo theres 
no help to bear them, (For every Man muſt bear bs 
wn burden, v. 5.) bur every one rather adds tothe

S iber of thoſe that are in that Stare, The 


Glutton in the Parable deſired, his Brethren 
might not come mto the place of Torments, he had 
burden enough already. The more there are to 
weep and waile, the more doleful is that State. 
But [ will not enlarge any further upon this uns 
pleaſant head, but only defire ther Sinners would 
ſeriouſly and timely conſider of it, and chat it may 
make them (o ſerious, as not to deſpiſe thole re- 
proofs which [ am to give from whar I have ſaid 
on this Argument. There are three ſorts of Perſons 
which I can not but reflet upon. 

[. If every Chriſtian muſt bear his Brothers 
burthen, they are very much to blame, who take 
no notice of what ochers bear. There are a great 
many inthe World, who are lo far from bearing 
their Brothers burdens, that chey will not ſomuch 
is ſee them or endure to hear of them. They do 
no more concern themſelves for the afflictions, and 
miſeries of others, than if they were alone in the 
World. They are like the Prieſts and Levite riding by, 
and taking no notice of him that lies in milery. 
Men are ſuch lovers of themſelves, that it any 
complain of their burdens, they eale them as the 
Chief Prieſts and Elders eas'd Judas of his burden: 
What's that to us, ſee thou to that. There are many 
in the World loaded with Sorrows, who may come

1 7.5.-He that 
mecketh the Poor, reproacheth his Maker ; and be that (8 
glad Calamitie ſhall nxt be unpwniſhed : where note, 
there are ſome men who mock at the Miſery, and 
are glad.at the Calamities of other men. They are 
not {o ready to rejoyce with them thatrejoyce, as 
they are to-rejoyce when they hear what cauſe 0s 
thers have-to weep. There were ſuch in old time, 
and will be to the end of the World;: When Nees 
kemiah was to repair the Breaches, and makeupthe 
Wall of Jeruſalem, There were two baſe men, Say- 
ballat and Tobiah, who were not able to endure the: 
pood he did. Neh. 4. 10. It grieved them exceeding 
h, that there Was come 4 man to ſeek the wellfare of the 
Gldren of Iſrael, The man came not to do them 
any hurt at all; but if he had, it may- be they 
would not have been more grieved than they were 
athegood which was done for others.
